FBI Gets 
1st Break in 
Capitol Blast

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


arrest of a 19-year-old woman, 
who the government says has 
"personal knowledge" of the 
March 1 bombing of the U.S. 
Capitol, is the first visible 
break in a 60-day-old FBI man- 
hunt for those responsible.

Wash., grand jury investigating 
the bombing was Leslie Bacon, 
daughter of an Atherton, Calif., 
lumberman and a member of 
an antiwar group sponsoring 
demonstrations here. 


An FBI agent who testified at 


Miss Bacon's bond hearing in 
U.S. District Court Wednesday 
said the girl is suspected of 
being a participant in the bomb 
incident. 


However, she was being held 


as a material witness rather 
than a defendant. A three-judge 
appeals court panel scheduled 
arguments today on a petition 
by her lawyers for her release. 


Special Agent Daniel C. Ma- 


han said the FBI was told by a 
government 
informant 
identi- 


fied at the bond hearing only as 
"SI" that Miss Bacon "had 
personal knowledge of the 
events" involving the Capitol 
blast. He said the informant 
learned this "from conversa- 
tions with Miss Bacon." 


First word of Miss Bacon's 


arrest came Wednesday after- 
noon when her lawyers asked 
the district court to reduce her 
bond, a request denied 
by 


Judge John J. Sirica. 


She was apprehended at 8:30 


p.m. Tuesday night by FBI 
agents.

Legislator 
Loses Checks 
to IRS 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Internal Revenue Service has 
claimed state Sen. Darrell W. 
Johnson's last two checks from 
the Senate for the 1971 legisla- 
tive session. 


The IRS said the checks total- 


ing $900 were claimed because 
of tax debts totaling $1,040. 


When the legislative session 


ended April 2, Johnson of Van 
Buren was scheduled to receive 
a $240 check for per diem of 
$20 a day since March 22 and a 
$660 check for contingent ex- 
penses of $30 a day since March 
12. 


IRS tax liens on file in the 


Crawford County circuit clerk's 
office at Van Buren show that 
Johnson owed $379.12 in income 
taxes on his 1969 return and 
$619.46 in withholding taxes col- 
lected from employes of his law 
office. 


The liens were filed in March. 


Interest increased the debt to 
$1,040. 


Johnson said Wednesday his 


tax troubles stemmed partly 
from his Senate campaign last 
year. "I committed myself to 
my campaign 100 per cent—at 
the expense of taxes and every- 
thing else," Johnson said. 


As for the withholding taxes, 


which employers are supposed 
to remit quarterly to the IRS, 
Johnson said: "I just let them 
go and got behind in them. I 
have no excuse for it. I am not 
proud of it." 


Johnson, 39, serving his first 


term in the Senate, said Lee 
Reaves, secretary of the Sen- 
ate, was in Fort Smith Sunday 
for a speech He said Reaves 
brought the two checks with him 
for Johnson to endorse over to 
the IRS. Johnson said he en- 
dorsed them.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


"A mint julep, please, said the 
Kentucky Derby visitor, sliding 
onto a high stool between a 
pair of somber beer drinkers at 
Teek's 
World 
Famous New 


York Bar, just off Fifth and 
Broadway. 


"A what? growled the bar- 


tender, a slight man wearing a 
red jacket and pencil mustache. 


"A mint julep. 
"We don't make em," replied 


the bartender. "We don't fool 
with the mint. You'll have to go 
somewhere else." 


Thus a hoary legend was 


shattered. Race goers 
may 


drown themselves in the sweet, 
syrupy 
bourbon 
drink 
at 


Churchill Downs during Ken- 
tucky Derby Week. But don't 
try to buy one at your friendly 
neighborhood bar. 


Kentuckians, it seems, 
are 


willing to concoct the tall, cool 
and 
sometimes 
intoxicating 


beverage in fancy glasses and 
sell them by the thousands to 
unwitting Derby guests at be- 
tween $1.50 and $1.65 a throw. 
But they wouldn't be caught 
dead gulping the stuff them- 
selves. 


"It's really a lousy drink, 


said a white-haired Negro em- 
ploye of the Downs, who claims 
he's been around the old race 
track for 50 years. "It's too 
sweet, it's got too much ice and 
it ain't got much wallop. 


"It's okay for the women 


folks. 
No two-fisted drinker 


would touch one." 


Yet it's estimated 500,000 will 


be consumed between now and 
Saturday, when the Derby will 
be run for the 97th time. The 
mint julep has been around 
since Aristides won the first 
race in 1875. It's as traditional 
as 
My Old Kentucky Home 


and the twin spires of the club 
house. 


The biggest dent will be 


made by visitors, who feel half- 
dressed 
if they don't return 


home with one of those fancy 
mint julep glasses with the 
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Derby history inscribed. 


Arguments continue to rage 


over how the drink was origi- 
nally conceived and 
how it 


should be properly concocted. 


Legend has it — disputed by 


Kentuckians — that in the pio- 
neer days a Kentucky boatman 
came ashore from 
the Mis- 


sissippi River to look for some 
spring water to mix with his 
bourbon. 


He picked a sprig of mint 


from 
beside 
a 
Mississippi 


spring and dropped it into the 
drink. He was so pleased with 
the result that he took some of 
the mint back to Kentucky and 
transplanted it. 


Kentuckians insist the mint 


julep is rooted to the state's 
culture and tradition. As far 
back as 1816 silver julep cups 
were given away as prizes at 
Kentucky county fairs. 


West Virginia, South Carolina 


and Tennessee all have claimed 
to be the birthplace of the 
drink, although most of those 
who sample the mixture are 
hard put to understand why. 
You might as well brag about 
inventing garlic. 


The mint julep is a mixture 


of bourbon, mint, sugar, water 
and ice but specialists disagree 
on how to come up with the 
perfect concoction. 


"You take a tall glass, 12 of 


14 ounces," said Edmund (Bud) 
Kemper, a Louisville bartend- 
er. 


"You 
pour in a little water 


and then add the mint, making 
sure you don't bruise it. You 
pour in 1% ounces of 100 proof 
bourbon and fill the glass with 
crushed ice and add powdered 
sugar. Then you add a little 
mint on top for effect." 


"You have to bleed the mint, 


argued another specialist." 


"After the war there was so 


much rum 
left 
over 
some 


people would put some rum on 
top, said Don Regan, a Louis- 
ville post office worker. "And 
they'd stick a little umbrella on 
top." 


"It can be potent, said a bar- 


tender in a local night spot. "If 
you drink it before the ice 
melts, 
you're 
drinking two 


shots of straight whisky." 


But the mint julep inspired J. 


Soule Smith, a Kentucky law- 
yer and journalist of the 1800s, 
to song: 


"No maiden's kiss is tenderer 


or more refreshing," he said. 
"No maiden's touch could be 
more passionate. Sip it and 
dream — you cannot dream 
arn'iss. Sip it and Dream — it is 
a dream in itself." 


Justice Dept. 
to Hear NHL

Complaints from a players' as- 
sociation have brought about a 
U.S. Justice Department inves- 
tigation of the National Hockey 
League, the Rochester Demo- 
crat & Chronicle reported in 
this morning's editions.

Leichner said the association 
has charged that National 
Hockey league rules have un- 
fairly forced many players out 
of the game.

plained of inadequate medical 
payments and of the reserve 
clause, which binds a player to 
his team.

NCAA Rules 
on Jr. College 
Transfers 
KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation issued a statement 
Wednesday clearing up long- 
standing rules governing mid- 
year junior college transfers. 


As a result, many accepted 


by NCAA member schools at 
midyear will not be eligible to 
compete 
the next academic 


year as they may have been 
led to believe. 


The NCAA Council said jun- 


ior college transfers must fall 
in one of three categories to be 
eligible to compete in NCAA 
sports. 


They either must be (1) jun- 


ior college graduates, (2) have 
spent two years at a junior col- 
lege and have 48 hours of trans- 
ferrable credits, or (3) transfer 
after one year at a junior col- 
lege with a minimum of 24 se- 
mester hours of credit with a 
2.5 average. 


The NCAA said apparently 


some members had accepted 
midyear transfers with 48 hours 
credit but who had spent only 
three semesters in junior col- 
lege, and did not have the 2.5 
academic requirement. 


The NCAA Council ruled that 


these athletes shall be ineligible 
for intercollegiate competition 
during 1971-72. It also said the 
member schools involved are 
required to provide them finan- 
cial aid during their interim pe- 
riod of ineligibility. 


An NCAA spokesman said,

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Navy announced today selec- 
tion of 49 officers for promotion 
to rear admiral, including the 
first Negro to be so honored 
and astronaut Alan B. Shepard 
Jr., America's first man in 
space. 


Shepard, 47, was commander 


of the Apollo 14 crew which 
landed on the moon Feb. 4, cli- 
maxing a space career that be- 
gan in 1959 when he was se- 
lected as one of seven military 
test pilots to undergo astronaut 
training. 


Shepard is the second astro- 


naut to win promotion to star 
rank James A. McDivitt was 
made an Air Force brigadier 
general last year.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Dale 


Cline, the new state labor com- 
missioner, says there should be 
an increase in the state mini- 
mum wage as well as a raise 
in the federal minimum. 


Cline says an increase in the 


federal minimum of $1.60 an 
hour is badly needed and that 
he heartily endorses the pro- 
posal by Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., to peg the wage at $2. 


If the federal minimum is 


raised, he said, the state should 
go to $1.50 or $1.60, which he 
said would be a "realistic lev- 
el." 


The current state minimum is 


$1.20 an hour and it will not be 
increased without new legisla- 
tive authorization. The 
final 


raise in the minimum under 
current law was 10 cents on 
Jan. 1. 


Cline said an increase in the 


minimum probably would be 
among his department's rec- 
ommendations to the legisla- 
ture in 1973. There is a possi- 
bility such a recommendation 
would be made to the General 
Assembly if it meets in special 
session before then, the com- 
missioner said. 


Cline said the state minimum 


should be reviewed each time 
the legislature meets "with the 
idea in mind of upgrading it, 
increasing it each time accord- 
ing to economic conditions that 
prevail then." 


The state minimum wage 


must be paid by every employ- 
er in the state who his at least 
five employes and who is not 
covered by the federal law, 
with some exceptions.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A

Gen. Ramsey Clark, 
says it will conduct an investi- 
gation of the FBI's role in 
American life. 


The announcement followed a 


Nixon administration decision 
Tuesday to ask the Supreme 
Court to rule there is no need 
for prior court approval for wire 
tapping in domestic national 
security cases. 


And it occurred as the head 


of the Justice Department's in- 
ternal security division con- 
tended the government has not 
only a right but an obligation to 
gather information on groups 
and individuals it feels are vio- 
lence prone. 


The committee, in a news 


conference statement, said "It 
is clear that widespread public 
concern exists about the lawful- 
ness of some FBI operations 
and the fairness with which it 
pursues them. 


"Revelations of some of the 


activities of the bureau in sur- 
veillance of private citizens and 
in what can only be called po- 
litical intimidation of various 
individuals and groups has fo- 
cused attention on the oper- 
ations of this federal police 
force," the committee said. 


Conducting the study will be 


the 
year-old 
Committee 
for 


Public Justice, which includes 
Clark, former Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Burke Marshall, Roger Wilkint., 
a former director of Justice's 
Community Relations Service, 
and educators from the Wood- 
row Wilson School of Princeton 
University.

Lockard of Princeton told the 
news conference the FBI said 
they wanted lawyers,

cutors, police and educators fa- 
miliar with the agency to par- 
ticipate in the inquiry.
